Claim 20 has been canceled. 
Claim 1 has been replaced with the following: 
- 1. A head massager comprising: 

a bundle cap defining a cavity; 

a bundle of malleable rods having a top end and a bottom end, wherein the top 
end of the bundle of malleable rods is secured together within the cavity of the 
bundle cap and the bottom end of the bundle of malleable rods is free; 

a handle having a longitudinal axis and a cap recess at a bottom end thereof, 
wherein the bundle cap is removably attached within the cap recess; 

a vibration motor mounted in the handle having an output shaft on which is 
eccentrically mounted a permanent magnet lying in juxtaposition to but spaced from 
the bundle cap when removably attached within the cap recess; and 

a plurality of projections extending from the bottom end of said handle in the 
longitudinal direction, wherein with the bundle cap removed from the handle, the 
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handle is capable of acting as a massager by pressing the projections against a 
person while activating the motor to produce vibrations. -

Claim 16 has been replaced with the following: 
- 16. A head massager comprising: 
a bundle cap defining a cavity; 

a plurality of malleable rods combined together in a bundle form and each having a 
top end and a bottom end, wherein the top ends of the malleable rods are affixed 
together within the cavity of the bundle cap and the bottom ends of the malleable rods 
are free to move independently; 

a handle including a cap recess configured to receive the bundle cap, wherein the 
bundle cap is removably affixed within the cap recess; 

a plate positioned in the cap recess and having a pair of arcuate slots each having 
an enlargement at one end; 

a pair of pin rods positioned and extending from the bundle cap, each of the pin rod 
having an enlarged head, wherein the pin rods are positionable in the arcuate slots to 
secure the bundle cap within the cap recess; and 
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a vibration motor mounted in the handle having an output shaft on which is 
eccentrically mounted a permanent magnet lying in juxtaposition to but spaced from the 
bundle cap when removably attached within the cap recess of the handle. -
